Pennsylvania 
leads with the most cities that 
have used fare tokens at one 
time or another with an even 100 
cities and towns listed. 

There are nearly 200 collectors 
of transportation tokens in the 
United States. There is a nation- 
al organization which most of 
them belong to - the American 
Vecturist Association. Besides 
being responsible for the publica- 
tion of the token catalog, this 
organization holds annual con- 
ventions (this year at Minneapo- 
lis, Minn.

Because of the nature of the 
hobby - no one collector owns a 
complete collection of all the 
known tokens - certain issues the 
known quantity available is quite 
small. Needless to say, these are 
the most valuable. Probably the 
best way to start a collection is 
to visit the offices of your local 
transit company and ask to see 
their “foreign” tokens. In this 
modern age where many people 
travel extensively - they will of- 
ten deposit a home town token 
in the fare box of a transit com- 
pany of another city. Many tran- 
sit companies have hundreds of 
these “white elephant” tokens 
which they have accumulated for 
years, They often can be obtained 
for very little cost. 


Probably the second greatest 
source of tokens, especially the 
older ones, is by trading or direct 
purchase from a fellow collector. 
A complete roster of collectors 
is published annually by the 
American Vecturist Association 
in its monthly newsletter The 
Fare Box. Occasionally a “rare’”’ 
oldie has been known to turn up 
in a coin dealers “junk box” - 
his accumulation of tokens and 
minor foreign coins. Then there 
are the many odd and unusual 
circumstances too numerous to 
mention in which many a collec- 
tor has uncovered a choice rare 
item. 


Your author, being stationed 
with the Air Force way up in 
cold Alaska, has nearly 4000 dif- 
ferent tokens in his collection. 
There are not many transit com- 
panies up here but there are still 
a few tokens. I am always inter- 
ested in buying, selling and trad- 
ing fare tokens with interested 
parties and will be glad to ans- 
wer any questions I can about 
token collecting.
